DEFINITIONS. 



Ah'gnment—A straight line upon which several men or 
bodies of troops are formed, or are to be formed. 

Base — The unit on which a movement is regulated ; 
as, base file, company, or battalion. 

Center — The middle point or element of a command ; 
as, the center file, company, etc. 

Column — A formation in which the elements are placed 
one behind another, whether these elements are files, 
fours, platoons, companies, or larger bodies. 

Deploy — To extend the front ; as, to pass from column 
into line. 

Depth — The space from head to rear of any formation, 
including the leading and rear elements. 

The de^th of one man is taken as 12 inches. 

Disposition — The distribution of the fractions of a body 
of troops, and the formations and duties assigned to 
each, for the accomplishment of a common end. 

Distance — An open space in the direction of depth.

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The distance between two subdivisions in column is 
measured in like manner from guide to guide. 

Between two commands in column, one in rear of the 
other, each comprising several fractions, the distance is 
measured from the rear guide of the command that is 
in front to the leading guide of the following command. 

Drill— ThQ exercises and evolutions taught on the drill 
ground and executed in the precise and formal manner 
prescribed. 

Facing Distance — Sixteen inches; /'. e., the difference 
between the front of a man in ranks and his depth. 

File — Two men, the front-rank man and the corre- 
sponding man of the rear rank, whether placed one 
behind the other or side by side. When troops are in 
one rank, the men are frequently termed files. 

File Closers — Officers or noncommissioned officers 
posted two paces in rear of the line ; it is their duty to 
rectify mistakes and to insure steadiness and promptness 
in the ranks. 

Flank— The right or left of a command in line or 
column. 

Formation — Arrangement of the elements of a com- 
mand. The placing of all the fractions in regular order 
in line or in column. 

Front—The space, in width, occupied by a command, 
either in line or column. 

In estimating the extent of the front, the space occu- 
pied by one man is taken as 28 inches, which includes 
the interval between files. 

Front also denotes the direction of the enemy. 

Guide — An officer, noncommissioned officer, or private 
njDon whom the command regulates its march.

The interval between two men is measured from elbow 
to elbow; between two companies, squads, etc., from 
the left elbow of the left man or guide of the group on 
the right to the right elbow of the right man or guide 
of the group on the left. 

Left—The left extremity or element of a body of 
troops. 

Line — ^A formation in which the different elements are 
abreast of each other. When the elements are in col- 
umn, the formation is called a line of columns. 

Face — Thirty inches; the length of the full step in 
quick time. 

Point of Rest— The point at which a formation begins. 

Rank— A line of men placed side by side. 

Right— The right extremity or element of a body of 
troops.

COMMANDS. 

1. There are two kinds of commands: 

The preparatory command, such as forward, indicates 
the movement to be executed. 

The command of execution, such as March, Halt, 
etc., causes the execution. 

The preparatory command should be given at such an 
interval of time before the command of execution as 
to admit of its being properly understood ; the command 
of execution should be given at the instant the move- 
ment is to commence. 

The tone of the command is animated, distinct, and 
of a loudness proportional to the number of men under 
instruction. 

Each preparatory command is pronounced in an ascend- 
ing tone of voice, but always in such a manner that 
the command of execution may be more energetic and 
elevated. 

The command of execution is pronounced in a firm and 
brief tone. 

When giving commands to troops, it is usually best to 
face toward them.

SALUTE WITH THE HAND.

Raise the right hand smartly till the forefinger touches 
the lower part of the head-dress above the right eye, 
thumb and fijigers extended and joined, palm to the left, 
forearm inclined at about forty-five degrees, hand and 
wrist straight ; then drop the arm quietly by the side. 

If uncovered, the forefinger touches the forehead 
above the eye. 

The salute for officers is the same as given above ; the 
left hand is used only when the right is engaged. Offi- 
cers and men, when saluting, look toward the person 
saluted. Enlisted men salute with the hand farthest 
from the officer, giving the salute six paces before pass- 
ing the officer and holding the hand at the visor until 
the salute is acknowledged or the officer passed. 

MANUAL OF THE SWORD (FOR OFFICERS).

When publishing orders, the sword is held suspended 
from the right wrist by the sword knot ; when the sword 
kaot is used, it is placed on the wrist before drawing 
sword and taken off after returning sword.

The ends of the poles form the handles, 9 inches long, 
by which the litter is carried. The fixed iron legs are 
stirrup-shaped, 4 inches high and If inches wide. A 
strap is permanently fastened to the bottom of each pole 
near the legs. When the litter is open each strap lies 
under the pole to which it is attached, its free end but- 
toned to a stud ; when the litter is sti'apped it is passed 
over the canvas and the free end buttoned to a stud 
under the opposite pole. 

51. One regulation sling is issued to each private as 
part of his equipment. It is made of blue webbing, 2^ 
inches wide, with a leather-lined loop at each end, and 
a slide to regulate its length. 

Before falling in, each man verifies the length of his 
sling so that it is always exactly adjusted to his size, 
places it smoothly over his shoulders, the slide on the 
right side, passing the loops under the belt, and, during 
drill with the litter, never removes it from the body. 
The loops, when off the handles, are invariably secured 
under the belt. 

52. When the detachment is formed for drill or 
instruction, ofl&cers do not wear swords. The instructor 
will require that the clothing of the men be clean and 
neatly adjusted ; that the privates of the Hospital Corps 
fall in equipped with pouch, belt, and sling, and that 
the company bearers wear belts and brassards.* Hos- 

Eital stewards and acting hospital stewards wear the 
elt, but no equipment of any kind, unless 8i)ecially 
ordered. 

53. For purposes of litter drill each set of four is a 
litter squad. The litter squad is marched by the com-

No. 1 being absent, 
No. 4 assumes his duties and vice versa, 

55. The instructor wUl make such changes in the 
I)ersonnel of the sets of four as he deems advisable. The 
selection of No. 1 should be determined by the intelli- 
gence and experience of the men ; No. 4 should be as 
near in size as possible to No. 1, and No. 2 to No. 3. 
The fours are then counted again if necessary. 

50. A litter is said to be strapped when folded, the 
canvas doubled smoothly on top and secured by the 
straps. It is said to be closed when folded and unstrap- 
ped, the free ends of the straps buttoned to the studs on 
their respective poles. 

57. The foot, or front, of a grounded or open (unloaded) 
litter is the end farthest from the approaching s(j[uad, 
unless otherwise designated.

82. The interval between litters, that is, between 
No. 1 of a squad and No. 4 of the next squad on the 
right, is 6 inches. It is ordinarily, sufficient for the 
execution of all movements, and should be carefully- 
maintained. 

To align a line of litters, at a halt, the litters being at 
the carry or lift, the commands are : 

1. Right (or left), 2. DRESS, 3. FRONT. 

At dress, all dress to the right, the Nos. 2 aligning 
themselves on the right guide, or No. 2 of the right 
squad, all promptly recovering their intervals, if lost. 
At front all face to the front. 

83. Being in column, to extend distances, the com- 
mands are given : 

1. To two (or more) paces, extend, 2. March. 

The first squad advances forward in quick time and 
the other squads take the short step and successively 
gain the increased distance ; if in march the first squad 
maintains the quick time, while the other squads take 
the short step as above. 

84. The column is closed by the commands : 

1. Litters, 2. Close, 3. March, 

when the first squad stands fast (if at a halt) , or takes 
the short step (if in a march), and the other squads 
successively close up. 

85. The line, or column of litters, is marched by the 
commands already given (par. 26 and following) , sub-

98. In the field, Nos. 1 and 4 going ahead, having 
reached the patient and taken position on their respec- 
tive sides, remove his arms and accouterments and 
examine him to determine the site and nature of the 
injury; they administer restoratives, if required, and 
apply such dressings or splints as are needful or avail- 
able. As soon as Nos. 2 and 3 reach the patient, they 
help, as far as may be necessary, in rendering this first 
aid. 

99. The drill should be made as nearly as possible 
like service in actual warfare. For this purpose a diag- 
nosis tag having been attached to the clothing of the 
'* wounded," indicating the site and character of the 
injury to be dressed before loading, they are directed 
to take positions at variable distances, in or out of 
sight, such as they would occupy on the battlefield.

104. The position of a patient on the litter depe 
on the character of his injury. An overcoat, blani ^ 
knapsack, or other saitable and convenient artlolei,'' 
shonld be nsed as a pillow to give support and a slightly 
■raised poaitjon to the head. If the patient is faint, the 
£^^°'"'^^ 6b bept lo-w. Difficulty <A bteattivae in

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imdemeath. In wotmds of the abdomen the best 
position is on the injured side, or on the back if the 
front of the abdomen is wounded, the legs in either 
case being drawn up, and a pillow or other available 
object placed under the knees to keep them bent. 

In an injury of the upper extremity, calling for litter 
transportation, the best position is on the back, with 
the injured arm laid over the body or suitably placed 
by its side, or on the uninjured side, with the wounded 
arm laid over the body. In injuries of the lower ex- 
tremity the patient should be on his back, or inclining 
toward the wounded side ; in cases of fracture of either 
lower extremity, if a splint can not be applied, it is 
always well to bind both limbs together. 

GENERAL DIRECTIONS. 

105. In moving the patient either with or without 
litter, every movement should be made deliberately 
and as gently as possible, having special care not to jar 
the injured part. The command steady will be used to 
prevent undue haste or other irregular movements. 

lOO. The loaded litter should never be lifted or lowered 
without orders. 

107. The rear bearer should watch the movements 
of the front bearer and time his own by them, so as to 
insure ease and steadiness of action. 

108. The number of steps per minute will depend on 
the weight carried and other conditions affecting each 
individual case. 

109. The handles of the litter should be held in the 
hands at arm's length and supported by tlvo, <$Xv?nsi^- 
Only under the most exceptioxv^ eQ\vCC\\Kcswfv^v^"^^'^^'^ 
bandies he supported on t\ie a\io\\\AfeX's». 
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no. The bearers should keep the litter level not- 
withstanding any iineTenness of the ground. 

111. In making ascents or descents, the rear or front 
handles should be raised to bring the litter to the proper 
level, Nos. 1 and 4 supporting the poles on their respec- 
tive sides. With only three bearers, the free bearer 
takes hold of the handle on his side. 

1 12. As a rule the patient should be carried on the 
litter feet foremost, but in going up hill his head should 
be ill front ; in case of fracture of the lower extremi- 
ties, he is carried up hill feet foremost, and down hill 
head foremost ; to prevent the weight of the body from 
pressing down on the injured part. 

TO PASS OBSTACLES. 

1 1 3. A breach should be made in a fence or wall for 
the passage of the litter, if there be no gate or other open- 
ing, but should it be necessary to surmount the obstacle, 
the commands are given ; 

1. Obstacle, 2. March.

it, where it is rested; Nos. 2 and 4 cross the obstacle 
and resume hold of their handles on the other side ; the 
litter is then advanced until only the rear handles rest 
upon the obstacle, when Nos. 1 and 3 get over and 
resume hold of their handles ; the litter is then lowered. 

117. To pass a wide cut or ditch, the litter being 
lowered with the front legs near the edge, Nos. 2 and 4 
descend into the cut, take hold of the front handles and 
the movement proceeds as in par.

TO CARRY A LOADED LITTER UPSTAIRS. 

118. A loaded litter is usually carried upstairs head 
front, and downstairs feet front, as follows : The litter 
is marched to the foot of the stairs in the usual maimer, 
wheeled about, halted, and lowered, when the com- 
mands are given : 

1. Prepare for stairs, 2. Lift, 3, IVI^rc^l.

If the litter is to be carried any considerable distance, 
it must be lowered as soon as possible after the stairs 
are mounted, and the usual positions resumed. 

TO CARRY A LOADED LITTER DOWNSTAIRS. 

119. As the litter approaches the stairs, the com- 
mand Prepare for stairs is given, when No. 4 advances 
to left front handle, which he grasps firmly with both 
hands, while No. 2 grasps the opposite handle. The 
•front bearers, as the descent proceeds, bring handles to 
shoiiders, if necessary, to keep the litter as level as pos- 
sible ; the rear bearer carefully observes patient to see 
that no accident happens to him. When the level is 
reached the usual positions are resumed. When neces- 
sary the litter may be lowered at the head of the stairs. 

When, for any reason, it is necessary to carry a patient 
feet first upstairs or head first downstairs, the bearers 
are simply reversed, in the former case No. 2 becoming 
front bearer, and in the latter No. 3, who is assisted by 
No. 1. 

TO LOAD AND UNLOAD WITH REDUCED NUMBERS. 

120. In loading with reduced numbers. No. 'i <^^ ^

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With three bearers the litter is placed as usual, and 
at the prescribed commands the bearers take their 
proper positions.

121# Another method for three bearers, when it is 
necessary to carry the patient to the litter, is as follows : 
Two bearers take their positions on the same side oppo- 
site the knee and hip, while the third stands by the 
opposite hip. At the usual commands the two bearers 
at the hips stoop, and raising the patient to a sitting 
X)osition, place each one hand and arm around the back 
and interlock the fingers of the other hand, palms up, 
under the upper part of the thighs. The patient, if 
able, clasps his arms around their necks. The third 
bearer (No. 2 or 4) supporte the lower extremities with 
both arms passed under them, one above, the other 
below the knee. 

122. If only two bearers are available (e. g., Nos. 2 
and 3), the patient is necessarily always earned to the 
litter.

TO TRANSFER PATIENT FROM LITTER TO BED OR ANOTHER

125. From litter to bed: With four or three bearers 
the litter is placed at the foot of the bed, as nearly as 
possible in line with it ; the bearers taking their posi- 
tions (all on one side if only three) , lift the patient upon 
their Iniees, then, at the command risOf taking firm hold 
of him, they rise, and, moving cautiously by side steps 
to the bedside, lower him upon the bed. 

With two bearers, the patient is likewise first lifted 
upon their knees, then carried by side steps to the bed. 

126. From litter to litter: The patient is lifted upon 
the knees of the bearers, the litter removed and replaced 
by the other litter. 

IMPROVISATIOlSr OF LITTERS. 

127. Many things can be used for this purpose : 
Camp cots, window shutters, doors, benches, boards, 

ladders, etc. , properly padded. 

Litters may be made with sacks or bags of any de- 
scription, if large and strong enough, by riT^T^ms^^^fc

even three, sacks placed end to end on the same poles 
may be necessary to make a safe and comfortable litter. 

Bedticks are used in the same way by slipping the 
poles through holes made by snipping off the four 
comers. 

Pieces of matting, rug, or carpet, trimmed into shape, 
may be fastened to poles by tacks or twine. 

Straw mats, leafy twigs, weeds, hay, straw, etc. , cov- 
ered or not with a blanket, will make a good bottom 
over a framework of poles and cross sticks. 

Better still is a litter with bottom of ropes or rawhide 
strips whose turns cross each other at close intervals. 

128. But the usual military improvisation is by 
means of rifles and blankets. Each squad should be 
supplied with two rifles (bayonets fixed), carried by 
Nos. 1 and 3, who assure themselves that they are un- 
loaded, and a regulation blanket rolled up, and carried 
by No. 4 over right shoulder. The detachment being 
in line, is formed in column of fours (par. 27), when 
the commands are given: 

1. Prepare, 2. Blanket litter 

Nos. 2 and 4 step two paces forward, and Nos. 1 and 3 
place themselves behind them. Nos. 2 and 4 face about ; 
No. 4 takes blanket roll and passes one end to No. 2, 
when Nos. 1 and 3 seize free edge of blanket (with free 
hands) as near the comers as possible ; Nos. 2 and 4 step 
backward till the blanket is unrolled, when all stoop 
and place it smoothly on the ground. Nos. 1 and 3 lay

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1 29. The blanket litter is lifted by four, as in par. 79. 
It may be carried in any direction, and all movements of 
loading, unloading, etc., are executed^ as laid down for 
the hand litter.

1. Take apart, 2. Blanket litter. 

The bearers having resumed their original positions, 
face the litter, stoop and unroll blanket on their respec 
tive sides : Nos. 1 and 3 take up the rifles and stand at 
the order; Nos. 2 and 4 fold the blanket lengthwise, 
then roll it tightly, when No. 4 places the roll upon his 
^'houlder and all stand facing to the front. 

At form, rank, each squad is re-formed as in par. 69.

131, Should it be desirable, by reason of the patient's 
condition, the following method may be used : 

One half of the blanket is rolled lengthwise into a 
cylinder, which is placed along the back of the patient, 
who has been turned carefully on his side. The 
patient is then turned over upon the blanket and the 
cylinder unrolled on the other side. The rifles are 
then laid down and rolled tightly in the blanket, each 
a like number of turns, until the side of the body of 
the patient is reached, when they are turned trigger 
guards up. 

1 32, A litter may also be prepared with two rifles 

and two or three blouses, by turning the blouses lining 

«'>'//4; /i7jd buttoning them up, sleeves in, when the rifles 

j/^ef passed through the sleeves, the backs of the blouses

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Two bearers may carry the wounded man in these 
improvisations, but it is better, whenever possible, that 
four men should do so, two on each side. 



METHODS OF REMOVING WOUNDED WITH- 
OUT LITTERS. 

FOR ONE BEARER. 

133. While it is not desirable that one bearer should. 
ordinarily, be required or permitted to lift a i)atient 
unassisted, emergencies may arise when a knowledge of 
proper methods of lifting and carrying by one bearer is 
of the utmost value. 

A single bearer may carry a patient in his arms, on 
his back, or across his shoulder. 

To bring the patient into any of these positions, the 
first steps are as follows : 

134. To lift the patient erect. 

The bearer, turning patient on his face, steps astride 
body, facing toward the head, and with hands in his 
armpits lifts him to his kness, then clasping hands over 
the abdomen, lifts him to his feet; he then with the 
left hand seizes the patient by the left wrist and draw 
ing the left arm about his (the bearer's) neck holds it 
against his left chest, the patient's left side resting 
against his body, and supports him with his right arm 
about the waist. 

135. From this position the bearer proceeds as fol- 
lows: 

To lift the patient in arms.

136. The bearer shifts himself to the front of patient, 
back to him, stoops, and grasping his thighs, brings 
him well up on his back. 

As the patient must help himself by placing his arms 
around the bearer's neck, this method is impracticable 
with an imconscious man. 

To place the patient across back. 

137. The bearer with his left hand seizes the right 
wrist of the patient and draws the arm over his head 
and down upon his left shoulder, then shifting himself 
in front, stoops and clasps the right thigh with his right 
arm passed between the legs, his right hand seizing the 
patient's right wrist; lastly, he, with his left hand 
grasps the x>atient's left and steadies it against his side, 
when he rises. 

To place patient across shoulder. 

138. The bearer clasps his hands about the patient's 
waist, shifts himself to the front, facing him, and stoop- 
ing places his right shoulder against the abdomen ; he 
losses his right hand and arm between the thighs — 
securing the right thigh — and with his left grasps 
patient's right hand, bringing it from behind under his 
(bearer's) left armpit, when, the wrist being firmly 
grasped by his right hand, he rises. This position leaves 
the left hand free. 

139. In lowering patient from these positions the 
motions are reversed. Should a patient be wounded in 
such planner as to require these motions to be conducted 
from his right side, instead of left, as laid down^ the

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FOR TWO BEARERS. 

By the two-handed seat 

140. The patient lying on the ground, the commands 
are given : 

1. Form two-handed seat, 2. Prepare to lift, 3. Lift. 

At the first command the two bearers take position 
facing each other on the right and left of the patient 
near his hips. 

At the second command they raise the patient to a 
sitting posture, pass each one hand and arm around his 
back, while the other hands are passed under the thighs, 
palms up, and the fingers interlocked. 

At lift both rise together. 

In marching, the bearers should break step, the right 
bearer starting with the right foot, the left bearer with 
the left foot. 

By the extremities, 

141. This method requires no effort on the part of 
the patient; but it is not applicable to severe injuries 
of the lower extremities. One bearer stands by the 
patient's head, the other between his legs, both facing 
toward the feet. At prepare to lift, the rear bearer 
having raised the patient to the sitting posture, clasps 
h^m from behind around the body under the arms, 
while the front bearer, standing between the legs, 
passes his hands from the outside under the fiexed 
knees. At lift, both bearers rise together.

A blanket being folded once from side to side, a rifle 
is laid upon it transversely across its center so that the 
butt and muzzle project beyond edges ; one end of the 
blanket is folded upon the other end and a second rifle 
laid upon the new center in the same manner as before. 
The free end of the blanket is folded upon the end con- 
taining the first rifle so as to project a couple of inches 
beyond the first rifle. The litter is raised from the 
ground with trigger guards up. 

TO PLACE A PATIENT ON HORSEBACK. 

144. The help required to mount a disabled man will 
depend on the site and nature of his injuries ; in many 
cases he is able to help himself materially. If he be 
entirely helpless, five men — if available— should be used 
to mount him, one to hold the horse, the others to act 
as bearers. The horse is, if necessary, blindfolded. 

To load from the near side, the bearers take posts at 
patient /eft, lift the patient and at the command prepare 
to mount carry him to horse, his body parallel to that of 
the horse, his head toward the horse's tail. No. 1 
stands on the off side of the horse ready to grasp the 
right leg of the patient when it is brought within his 
reach. When close to the horse's side, at the command 
mount, the patient is carefully raised and carried over 
the horse until his seat reaches the saddle, when he is 
raised into position. 

When necessary to load iTom >iXie> q?S. «v^^'<iw^>^'^'^^'^^ 
take posts at patient right. 
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To mount with the assistance of three or two bearers 
the same principle is observed. 

145. To dismount, at the commands, 

1. At patient 2. Right (or /eft), 3. Posts, 4. Prepare to 

dismount, 5. Dismount, 

the movements are reversed. 

146. The patient once mounted should be made as 
safe and comfortable as possible. A comrade may be 
mounted behind him to hold him and guide the horse ; 
otherwise, a lean-back must be provided, made of a 
blanket roll, a pillow, or a bag filled with leaves or 
grass. If the patient be very weak, the lean back can 
be made of a sapling bent into an arch over the can tie 
of the saddle, its ends securely fastened, or of some 
other framework to which the patient is bound. 

THE TRAVOIS. 

147. The travois is a vehicle intended for transport 
ing the sick or wounded when the use of wheeled vehi 
cles or other means of transportation is impracticable. 
It consists of a frame, having shafts, two side poles and 
two crossbars, upon which a litter may be rested and 
partly suspended. When in use a horse or mule is at 
tached to the shafts and pulls the vehicle, the poles of 
which drag on the ground. One pole is slightly shorter 
than the other, in order that in passing an obstacle the 
shock may be received successfully by each and the 
motion be equably distributed. 

148. A travois may be improvised by cutting poles 
about 16 feet long and 2 inches in diameter at the small 
end. These poles are laid parallel tc* <K?kK?cs. ^^K^^^ .^sac^^ 
ends to the front, and 2^ teet a.^«c>t.\>ecife'^^s.^^^^'^^ 

3 feet apart, and one ot tYieTxi ^to^^^cNN^^ ^ ^^ 
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beyond the other. The poles are connected by a cross- 
bar about 6 feet from the front ends and another about 
6 feet back of the first, each notched at its ends and 
securely lashed at the notches to the poles. Between 
the crosspieces the litter bed, 6 feet long, is filled in 
with canvas, blanket, etc., securely fastened to the 
poles and crossbars, or with rope, lariat, rawhide strips, 
etc., stretching obliquely from pole to pole in many 
turns, crossing each other to form the basis for a light 
mattress or improvised bed ; or a litter may be made 
fast between the poles to answer the same purpose. 
The front ends of the poles are then securely fastened 
to the saddle of the animal. A breast strap and traces 
should, if possible, be improvised and fitted to the 
horse. On the march, the bearers should be ready to 
lift the rear end of the travois when passing over 
obstacles, crossing streams, or going uphill. 

THE TWO-HORSE LITTER. 

149. The two-horse litter consists of a litter with long 
handles used as shafts for carrying by two horses, or 
mules, one in front, the other in rear of the litter. It 
accommodates one recumbent patient. On a good trail 
it is preferable to the travois, as the patient lies in the 
horizontal position, and, in case of fractured limbs, they 
can easily be secured against disturbance. This litter 
may be improvised in the same manner as the travois, 
only the poles should be 16^ feet long, and the crossbars 
forming the ends of the litter bed should be fastened 5 
feet from the front and rear ends of the poles. The ends 
are made fast to the saddles by notches, into which the 
fastening ropes are securely tied.

THE AMBULANCE. 

IS 1 . The ambulance ia a foiir- wheeled vehicle, drawn 
by two horBBa. It provides traiwportatioii for ejght uifn 
sitting or two recumbent on litters, or four sitting anil 
one recnmbent. It is fitted with four removable seats, 
which, when not naedas snch, are hnng, two Etgainatench 
side, thus answering the purpose of cushionB. Tlie floor 
is7jfeetlongaud4feetwide. Beneath the driver's tent 
is a box for the medical and surreal oheets, and under 
the body are two water tanks ; outsi<1e, on each aide, are 
two braclceta upon which litters are carried. On the 
left aide, in front, there ib h socket for the ambulance 
Sag, and underneath the footboard, on the left siile, 
there is a drawer for tools, grooming implements, etc. 

AMBtJLANCE DRILL.S.* 

152. The litters are said to be packed whtin they are 
strapped and placed upon the brackets. Tilt; Hfiats are 
said to be prepared when tbey are horizontal, supiHirted 
by the legs: and packed when they are hooked agalneit 
the sides of the wagon.

of the wagon, or on hand litters placed on the bottom, 
or suspended by ropes or straps. The movements here- 
tofore fully described, to load and unload, will, if thor- 
oughly understood, meet the requirements of any 
emergency of this character. It must, however, always 
be remembered that such work demands a far greater 
amount of care on the part of the bearers, for the safety 
and comfort of their patients, than when the proper 
appliances are at hand. 

INSPECTION AND MUSTER. 

INSPECTION OF DETACHMENT. 

165. Inspection is in such uniform as may be pre- 
scribed. The Hospital Corps pouch is worn with all 
uniforms, suspended from the left shoulder to the rear 
over the right hip. 

The detachment should be frequently inspected in the 
uniform and equipment for field service, which consist 
of the blouse, trousers, campaign hat, shoes, and leg- 
gings, the waist belt, pouch and sling, the haversack 
and canteen suspended from the right shoulder to the 
rear over the left hip, and the tin cup hung from the 
flap strap of the haversack. 

If required, a revolver is carried at the belt on the 
right side and a cartridge pouch on the left. 

166. The detachment being formed, the senior non- 
commissioned officer salutes, reports, and takes his place 
on the right of the line of file closers (par. 3). 

The officer commanding, standing in front of the center 
of the detachment, then dra>N«» «^Qt^«cAL^'^'«sssiac^^v»^

and verifies the position of the senior noncommissioned 
officer, then places himself facing to the left, three paces 
in front of the right of the detachment, and commands: 
March. At this command the .iunior officers take post 
three paces in front of the detachment, distributing 
themselves equally along the line, in order of rank, from 
right to left; the rank (the left hand above the hip) 
dresses to the right ; the file closers step backward to 
the line established by the senior noncommissioned 
officer, and dress to the right. 

The officer commanding aligns the officers and the 
rank ; the senior noncommissioned officer the file closers. 

The officer commanding verifies the alignment of the 
file closers ; the officers and file closers cast their eyes to 
the front as soon as their alignment is verified. 

At the command front, the men cast their eyes to the 
front and drop the left hand. 

1 07. The officer commanding takes post facing to the 
front, three paces in front of the right guide, and as the 
inspector approaches, he faces to the left, commands ; 

1. Inspection, 2. Pouches, 

and facing to the front salutes him. 

At the second command the pouches are shifted under

Commencing on the right, the inspector now proceeds 
to minutely inspect the i)ouch, accouterments, and dress 
of each soldier in succession. 

After the inspector has passed, each man closes and 
replaces the pouch. 

lCi8. The inspection being completed,- the junior offi 
cers come to attention, carry sword and face to the front ; 
the officer commanding again takes his post on the right, 
draws his sword, and facing to the left commands :

At the command march, the junior officers face to the 
right and left respectively and, passing behind the file 
closers, resume their posts in line of file closers; the 
file closers close to two paces from the rank.

169. If the detachment, or part of it, should be 
mounted, or armed with revolvers, it will be inspected 
in this respect in accordance with cavalry drill regula 
tions.

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TENT DRILL AND PACKING. 

1 73. The canvas of a field hospital consists of hos- 
pital tents, wall tents, and common tents. The hospital 
tents are intended for use as wards, dispensary and stor- 
age, and mess; the wall tents for noncommissioned 
officers and the common tents for privates of the Hos- 
pital Corps. Shelter tents are often used by Hospital 
Corps companies in field service, and, in the absence of 
reflation tentage, conical wall tents are sometimes 
utilized for service. 

Tentage for medical officers is not included in that for 
the field hospital. Each medical officer is allowed one 
wall tent complete. 

HOSPITAL TENT. 

1 74. A hospital tent is 14 feet long, 15 feet wide, and 
11 feet to ridge, the wall being 4i feet high ; it furnishes 
comfortable accommodations for six patients, and 
requires to pitch it a ridgepole and two upright poles, 
seven long tent pins on each side for the guy ropes and 
two on each side for the long guys, eighteen in all. 
Twenty-four small pins are needed for the front, rear, 
and walls. 

175. The hospital tents should always be pitched 
first in the field hospital. One squad (4 men) under 
the direction of a noncommissioned officer is required. 
Nos. 1 and 3 work in rear, Nos. 2 and 4 in front (posi- 
tions as by fours, prepare to lift, par. 79). 

1 76. At the commands : 

1. Pitch hospital tent, 2. March,

this interval is measured by Nos. 1 and 3 extending the 
left arm horizontally from the side, and Nos. 2 and 4 
the right arm, until there is about 12 inches between 
the tips of the fingers of Nos. 1 and 2 and 3 and 4. 
Nos. 1 and 3 then dig their right heels deeply into the 
ground to mark the position of the rear wall pins. The 
clothing rolls are now opened and the shelter halves 
buttoned along the rear and ridge, the tent being pitched 
without command.

Nos. 1 and 4 commencing at rear and front of tent re- 
spectively, and working to the right and left, scatter 
the pins and pull out the gujr ropes. Nos. 2 and 3 take 
eacJi a maul, and commencing front and rear respect- 
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ively, work right and left of the tent, driving the gtiy 
pins, placing them about one yard from the edge of the 
tent, each on a line with a seam. As the pins are driven, 
Nos. 1 and 4 place the ends of the guy ropes over them, 
working on their respective sides. When the pins are 
set, No. 2 creeps under the canvas, slightly raises the 
tent and places the pin of the pole through the plate 
attached to the chains at the top of the tent, and rais- 
ing the pole, sets it in the ring of the tripod ; No. 3 hav- 
ing, from the outside, placed the hood over the pole 
pin, enters the tent by creeping under, and assists No.

In pitching, as soon as any man has completed his 
assigned work, he assists the others until all have 
finished. 

181. The tents having been pitched, they should be 
thoroughly ditched as soon as convenient. 

182. To strike a tent : At the commands Strika tent, 
march, the men take their posts ; they first remov e the 
wall pins, and then all the guy pins on their respective 
sides, except the four comer pms of the square tents, or 
the quadrant pins of the conical wall tents. Standing 
at their respective posts they remove the comer, or 
quadrant, guys from the pins and hold the tent until 
the command Down is given, when the tent is lowered to 
the indicated side. The canvas is then rolled up and 
tied by Nos. 1 and 2, while Nos. 3 and 4 fasten the poles, 
or tripod and pole, together, and collect the pins.

POSITION OP THE MEDICAL OFFICERS, HOSPITAL CORPS

187. The position of the medical department of a 
marching command is immediately in rear of the rear 
company of the organization to which it pertains, and 
in front of the rear guard. 

With each ambulance is a driver and an ambulance 
orderly. 

In camp the ambulances and medical department 
wagons are parked near the field hospital, and not with 
the wagon train. 



OUTLINES OF FIRST AID. 



The object of any teaching upon first aid, or early 
assistance of the injured or sick, is not only to enable 
one person to help another, but in some measure to help 
himself. The purpose of these directions is to show how 
this may be done with simple means and by simple 
methods. It is a mistake to think that you must know 
many things to be helpful, but you must understand a 
few things clearly in order to assist the patient in the 
severer cases until he can be seen by the surgeon or 
those who are thoroughly trained. In ordinary cases 
what you can do may often be all that is necessary. 

These short instructions are intended for application 
anywhere — at a military post, in camp, or under any 
circumstances of ordinary life; but as the wounds 
received in battle are the most important to the soldier, 
it is the more necessary that he should know what to 
expect there, and what to do for himself and others. 
Most of these wounds are made by the rifle ball, fewer 
by shell or shrapnel, while those made by the saber and 
bayonet come last in frequency. 

WOUNDS. 

When a ball enters or goes through the muscles or 

soft parts of the body alone, generally nothing need be 

^7onB except to protect the woimd or wounds with the

in time of war. The directions for the use of this 

Sacket are simple, and each packet contains them. In 
oing this always be careful of one thing — not to touch 
the wound with your fingers nor handle it in any way, 
for the dirt on your hands is harmful, and you must 
disturb a wound as little as possible. Never wash the 
wound except under the orders of a medical officer. Be 
content to open the packet carefully, and, placing the 
smaJl pads or compresses upon the wound or wounds, to 
wrap the binder or narrow bandage firmly about the 
parts, fastening with a safety pin. This will hold the 
pads in place and will help to stop the ordinary bleed- 
ing. The large or triangular bandage should be bound 
over this, or used as a sling if required. Generally this 
is all that is necessary for the first treatment, and some 
times it is all that is needed for several days. The 
importance of the care with which this first dressing is 
made can not be too seriously insisted upon. It is better 
to leave a wound undressed than to dress it carelessly or 
ignorantly, so that the dressing must soon be removed. 

BANDAGES AND SLINGS. 

The triangular oandage, as furnished, is a piece of 
cotton cloth, measuring 4 feet 2 Inches at the base and 
2 feet 9 inches at the sides. It is intended to be folded 
in several ways and used as a bandage for various parts 
of the body, or to be used as a sling for the hand and 
forearm. The illustrations which are printed on the 
triangular bandage itself will show you its most com 
mon applications as a bandage or sling. In addition to 
the slings made with the triangular bandage, two forms 
of slings furnished by the ordinary clothing are here 
shown. (Figs. 1 and 2.)

bandage, or the pressure made by your fingers, as de- 
scribed, to be most useful in the great majority of cases. 

When, however, the bleeding continues after you have 
used these simpler means, or your fingers become tired 
in making the pressure, which they may do after ten or 
fifteen minutes, you will have to use what is called a 
"tourniquet," and generally will be obliged to impro- 
vise one out of material at hand. The principle of such 
a tourniquet is easily understood— a pad or compress 
placed on the line of the artery and a strap or band to 
go over the pad and around the limb, so that, when 
tightened, it will press the pad down upon the artery 
and interrupt the flow of blood. 

In the arm, apply the tourniquet over the point 
shown for compression by the fingers; in the thigh, 
four or five inches below the groin, as it can not be 
applied higher up. (See Fig. 8. ) 

The pad or compress may be made of such an object 
as a cork, or smooth round stone wrapped in some 
material to make it less rough ; the triangular bandage 
folded, a handkerchief, or a cravat being used for the 
strap. After tying the band closely around the limb, 
any degree of pressure may be made by passing a stick, 
bayonet, or something of that kind of sufficient length, 
and twisting or turning it around so that the pad is 
pressed firmly in place. Turn the stick slowly and stop 
at once when the blood ceases tp flow, fixing the stick 
in place with another bandage. Remember that you 
may do harm in two ways in using this rough tourni- 
quet. First, by bruising the flesh and muscles if you 
use too much force; and second, by keeping this pres 
sure up too long and thus strangling the limb. It is a 
good rule to relax or ease up on this or any other tour 
niquet at the end of an hour, and allow it to remain 
loose, but in place, if no bleeding appears. By watch 
ing you can tighten the tourniquet at any time if

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You will «Bnally know when one of these long bonea is 
broken by the way the ann or leg ia held, for the 
■wonnded man losea power of control over the limb, and 
it ia no longer firm and straight. What you must do is 
much the same In all cases— straighten the limb gently, 
polling upon the end of it firmly and quietly when tlua 
la necesBary, and fix or retain it in position by Bucb 
splints or other material as yoa may have. This is called 
"setting" the bone. If you have none of the splint ma- 
terial supplied, many common materials will do for im- 
nMdlate and temporary oae— a shingle or piece of board, 
a carbine boot, a scabbard, a tin gutter or rain ap out cut 
and fitted to the limb, abunchof twigs, etc. Whatever 
material you choose must be well padded upon the side 
nest to the limb, and afterwards secured or bound firmly 
in place, care being taken never to place the bandage 
over the fracture, but always above and below. Some 
of these methods are shown in the following flgurea: 




Fracture of the arm : Apply two splintB, one in front, 
the other behind, if the lower part of the bone is broken ; 
or to the inner and onter aides if the fractnre iB in the 
middle or upper part ; support by sling, as in Fig. 9.

Yon have already been warned to be gentle in the 
treatment of the wounded, and the necessity for not 
touching the wonnd must be always in your mind ; bnt 
there are some other general directions which you will 
do well to remember : 

1. Act quickly bnt quietly. 

S. Make the patient sit down or lie down, 

8. See an injury clearly before treating it. 

4. Do not remove more clothing than !a necessary to 
examine the injury, and keep the patient warm wi^ 
covering if needed. Always rip or, if you can not rip, 
cnt the clothing from the iTkjored part, and pnll noth-

To drive air from the chest, bring patient's amtB down 
along sides and front of cheat, pressing on them (Fig. 

Alternate these movements abont flft«en times per 
minnte until natural respiration begins, or for at leaat 
one hour. Occasionally hold ammonia to his nose and 
slap his ehest with a cold, wet cloth. While these 
movements are being made, remove his lower garments 
and dry the anrfaue. rubbing toward the body. As soon 
as patient is able to swallow, give stimulants carefully 
and warm fluid nourishment, 

BUNSTROKF. 

Sunstroke or heatstroke occurs in persons exposed to 
high temperature, either in or out of the snn. The face 
is fliisheu, skin hot and dry, breathing latiored, pulse 
rapid, heat of body great. The patient may be uncon- 
scious. Place him in the shade, looeen clothing, and try 
to lessen Iieat of body by cold applications to the head 
and surface generally. 

The heat may also cause, especially when soldier is 
much fatigued, n form of exhaustion withoat insensi 
bility. Keet on the back in the shade, with cold appli- 
cations to the head, and a little aromatic Hplriu of 
ammonia are usually sufficient to relieve- 
In rare cases, this exhaustion may go on to threatened 
collapse, with cold skin and extremities, pale faue, and 
very weak pulse. Here alcoholic stimulants and heat 
to the body become necessary.

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BURNS. 



Do not pull the clothing from the burnt part, but rip 
or cut it off. Do not break the blisters, nor prick them, 
even if large. Protect a burn quickly with a mixture 
of e(iual parts of linseed or olive oil and lime water, if 
you have them ; or with the plain oil, covering the whole 
with lint or cotton wool. Put nothing on a bum that 
will be difficult to remove afterwards. 

FREEZING AND FROSTBITE. 

The part frozen, which looks white, or bluish white, 
and is cold, should be very slowly raised in temperature 
by careful rubbing with snow or ice and water, m a cool 
place and never near a fire. Stimulants are to be given 
cautiously when the iiatient can swallow, and followed 
by small amounts of warm liquid nourishment. The 
object is to restore the circulation of the blood, and the 
natural warmth, gradually and not violently. Care 
and i)atience are necessary to do this. 

TRANS P< )RT ATION . 

The' carriage of patients, for moderate distances on or 
from the field, is best done with the service litter, and 
when that can not be procured, by some improvised sub- 
stitute which secures the comfort and safety of the per- 
son disabled. These methods, and those by one or more 
bearers, are fully described in the Drill Regulations for 
the Hospital Corps, and are not repeated here. 

It will generally be found necessary, during or after 
an tuition, to restrict the number of bearers to two, and 
attention to methods requiring not more than two bear- 
frs IS recoininanded.
